Nature sees to it that no one 
gets any moral, intellectual or spiritual wealth by sitting 
still and waiting for things to pour into their laps. 
Wealth from all these things comes only from time well 
used, and you must do it vonr^tlf. If you want time 
for these great and go(xi thin^^s, do not wait for it, it 
will ne\«'r come, make the time, and make it bv select- 
ing a desi>4n, then put all your thought and effort and 
devotion on it. That is the way beautiful things and 
beautiful lives are made.

In the 
past, conflicts undoubtedly have been necessary iu order that there might 
be a testing of »'tr< ii;:th, an adjusting of interests and a developing of a 
deej)er sense of jutttux- and a new iiense of mutual rights and duties. Dut 
the time has come what all forces abaald be creative forces ; the time has 
( > to cease deetnution and to commenoa to boild upon perauuieiit 
foiindatioub the lasting habitations of indnatrial peace. 

I wish to point oat a few of the essentials that make for a permanent 
|M'aee. The iif'-f of thi-'>' CMwmiiiU i-an be groufied under the c.-n.ral 
term "induNlrial elhiieniy. ' The lir.^t bui^is of edicieiKy i.^ foiiiul in gixnl 
health. Nothing is more needed among all rlaiMCf* than a full knowled^ 
of the art of living. It in know I. -d;;.- m'-< J''<1 \i\ Ijoth ricli and poor. 

An douicstie eduration it> uioit.d m order wittely to use the results 
of toil, BO industrial eduestion is needed in orrler to aeenia the moat 
i lVii icnt prcxhu tioii. Tti>' men who know a great d»«l nmre tlian thi v uc<il 
to know for the tu.^k iu hand are tlie men who perform thul ta>^k wiiii tlie 
greateRt esse and skill. The wider tha knowledge any man has, tlu> wider 
are his sympathies, and the move Ri>nsiblc his relations with bin fellow 
men. The man engaged ia mechanical eroploynu nt m-eila to know soma* 
thing more than Bwrely his own specialty. 

.\s it iit very important that workingmm sliould be 
gent and wdMraiued, so it is vitally inipt^rtant tliat the 
of labor i-liould be thorou^y fitted for their tasks. The mere )ioii*>ession 
of capital does not make a man lit to be a superintendent of lrtl>or. If 
the results of clumsiness and ignorance consisted only in wasting tlie tspi« 
tal of the individual, that would be bad eaoagli, hot the NsoMa gia na> 
nu-rous and are far more disastrous. 

Industrial peace is tha ronditioa of indtutrisl success. Industrial 
success af/Mi fakltitatioD is the snocess, not alone of the orgHnixer-i and 
owners, bat of aveiy maa or woman employed in the work. At least, in- 
dustrial snccess shoaM be tlw success of every man and wonuin emplo\ iil. 
Keooomic reward is the natural reiiult of Kucccssful labor. The si7.<> of 
the reward must always depend in tha firat instance upon tha quality of 
tlie snocess. 

lUoidcs the indii.'^trial i-llHieni v, tlit-re is a further ■ (Uidilion <.f 

iiidiiHtrial |N.'at«; that is, such >n uwakeuing of the social sense as shall 
bring employer tni rai{rioyad into rinht reiations. Mnch would be so 
euiiii.li^lied if Uitli iidi.s liad better niaunerH. 

Hut wlille better mosSCTg vsuld far toward securing more social 
nympalliy,' liiere is another matter which ia aioae fuBduMatal. That is 
(Iu- need of ii larger vim u;><^ii tlie part of both employer aad employe^ 
with respect to titeir mutual interetitB.

In this respect we are closely 
related to all living things. We 
differ from the plants in many ways;

Others are Injuiiou.s and when 
taken into the stomach make us 
bIcIl By thla means we leara to 
avoid Injurloiu and dangerous thinga 
Neither is one kind of ff>od suffici- 
ent for Pur use. Different parts of the 
body need different kinds of food. 
Nature suppllea us boustlfully with a 
great variety ao that we need never 
lack provMad wa will do our part 
in assisting nature to produce It.

Th y will fin.', that they can 
derive more iloas'.ire ircm Kf.i(!yiir.x 
a bird or beast than by taking iu 
life. Moreover when they have form- 
al t>!, r\c()uaintcncc of the real things 
i:,, ,! - rl:.ilons and pictures In books 
will hav. a charm never before 
dre.imed cf. They will have a basis 
for companns the lnf<.rmatirn in the 
book with their own observations and 
experieaeoe and will (radnally leara 
that what they see and know la as 
valuable as what Others see aad 
know, even tho othera Biay be the 
writers of books. 

Whea tatereat haa thaa heea arooa- 
ed It will be an easy matter any time 
to turn the attention of the pupils 
upon themselves. To study the caus^" 
of diseases and how to avoid ttnni: 
how to care for their bodies in li< a 'li 
and in sickness; the Impuriance of 
deanllneas of person and of surround- 
Inga They should find oat by their 
own Investigations that the use of to- 
bacco is inJuriOlU to the bo<ly; that 
it Is a filthy habit and a profitless 
expcn.se.

They have 
been robbed of their vigor. Weak 
hearta, low vitality, ahattered nervea 
is the proaooaeement of their eunn- 
try as reasons for re.ii-cMn.: '\v iv 
servfeea. What a comm< nt n.u.n 
young manhood of our land: What 
may we expect If these physical 
wrecks are to be the fathers of the 
next generation? 

Many of the large schools of ili,' 
cltlca have kept tab on the |H<i'.;r -s 
made by thp users and non-u.sers cf 
tobacco with the reanlta alwaya la fa- 
vor of the latter. With a little pains 
these records can be obtained and 
placed ii! tlie ban !s of stiiib nt-,. This 
information should lome before the 
fobui CO is started as it i:i much 

easier to refrain than to break off. 

They should In a fciiiiilar manner 
be lead to consider the pliysical. men- 
tal and moral effects of the drinking 
habit There ia aa abondaace of mat- 
erial oa every hand. The only thing 
necaiaary la t6 ladoea the papUa to 
«lve It a fair and impartial stndy.Tea- 
chers too often approach the subject 
with miliums and cond'-mnatloiis th.it 
are more likely than not to arouse 
opixisltlon. it Is better to place the 
evidence before them aad allow them 
to draw their ewa eoadoaloaB. If 
they wish to know the teacher's oi>- 
inlon it should be given without pre- 
J'lilic'i i'j rancor, it Is always l>etter to 
have a person arrive at a right con- 
clusion by his own thinking than to 
have it throat upon him by another.
